Claim Objections 

3. Claims 1,5-11 and 56 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

In claim 1, line 14 should be changed to read -support surface to a work support side of 
the plane when in the unlocked position to obstruct the use of the table saw .-- or the like for 
clarity. 

In claim 56, line 5, -operably connected to the first table and- should be inserted after 
"second table" or the like for clarity; line 1 1 should be changed to read —support surface to a 
work support side of the plane when in the unlocked position to obstruct the use of the table 
saw .- or the like for clarity. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1,5-11 and 56 are allowable over the prior art of record.
